Sugar is back in the news,
and the news isn't entirely
sweet,

Last spring and summer saw
consumers paying sharply ris-
ing prices for the sweet, and
for the consumer products pro-
cessed with it. That was be-
cause the world sugar price
moved up when European out-
put lagged at the same time
Russia took over most of Com-
munist Cuba’s production.
While U. S. sugar producers
moved to expand their output,
a hurricane damaged Cuba's
crop and thereby held back—
for a time—any significant in-
crease in world supplies,

By the end of 1963, efforts
of producers had rebuilt the
supply to the point where
American consumer prices did
stabilize to an appreciable de-
gree,

Now, however, the situation
is becoming cloudy again.
Latest “rumble” is that Rus-
sia’s domestic supplies are in-

creasingly short of needs and |

that the Soviets may be think-
ing of massive purchases—
possibly 250,000 tons—from
other supplying countries. If
such a move materializes, U.S,
prices would face strong up-
ward pressure,

One bright note: West Eur-
ope's upcoming harvest is ex-
pected to be considerably lar-
ger than last year's. That could
counteract the upward price
pressure heavy Russian pur
chases would generate,
